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IN America’s Golden West wonderful things are happening. Trans- 


portation and communication come to a dramatic climax in San 
Francisco Bay, where stand the two greatest bridges in the world— 
the $80,000,000 San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge, longest and most 
costly anywhere, and the $35,000,000 Golden Gate Bridge, crossing 
the harbor entrance with the longest single span ever created. Over 
these two steel structures drones a symbolic “bridge” in the form of 
huge Clipper Ships that fly on schedule to the Orient. 
Transportation is not the only factor that is helping to draw a new 
industrial map of the Western Hemisphere. In the mountains are

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Tre background for World’s 
Fair festivity are the massive, 
stately palaces of the Exposi- 
tion city, windowless for dis- 
play uniformity under constant 
illumination. Ancient mystic 
Oriental forms have been 
blended in long horizontal 
lines, setback pyramids and 
masses characteristic of Ma- 
layan, Incan and Cambodian 
treatments, into a compact 
grouping of unified simplicity. 

An ancient walled city is the 
basis of the Golden Gate In- 
ternational Exposition’s struc-

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The World’s Fair of the West is a veritable garden of vast lawns and exotic trees and 
blooms. The view opposite was taken across one corner of Treasure Garden, toward the 
impressive Towers of the East facing the Lake of the Nations, the ornate golden finial 
of one appearing in the right background; at center stands one of the two South Towers. 
Impressive indeed are the pair of Elephant Towers flanking the main entrance and form- 
ing the Portals of the Pacific. One of these massive mastedons in porcelain, towering in 
the view above to glorify the Pageantry of the Pacific, exemplifies the architectural in- 
fluence of the Far East at the Fair. Behind these striking symbols of Oriental pageantry 
stands the Tower of the Sun; in the foreground are two of the lighting standards. 
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The Court of Hispania is a particularly gracious 
place to visit. In a corner of this scenic Court 
stands the exotic tile-roofed tower of the El 
Salvador Pavilion and arcade. Architecture 
and the general exterior planning have been 
developed true to the native culture, and the 
building combines a tourist, agricultural and 
commercial display appealing to varied tastes. 
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From the rustic bandstand in the Court of 
Hispania, one views the colorful Johore Pavilion 
at the left, the Ecuador Pavilion in the center, 
and the towers of the Japanese and Netherland 
East Indies Pavilions at the distant right. The 
Johore Pavilion is a replica of the Johore 
Dewan, or council house, with a display fea- 
turing interesting tours and big game hunting. 
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Since the beginning of time there 


has always been a creative urge which 
has found expression in the fine arts. 
And no civilization has been com- 
plete without such art forms estab- 
lishing the boundaries in which its 
culture could rise. Our own nation 
has sought that same inspiration, and 
the results of its concentrations are 
crystallized in the splendid examples 
contained in this Pageant of the 
Pacific. The many statues and murals 
not only enhance the decorative and 
architectural harmony, but they also 
express the underlying themes of the 
various courts and palaces. 

The finest collection of old mas- 
ters ever seen in America are being 
exhibited as part of the Fine Arts 
exhibit. Included in this exhibit are 
famous Flemish, Dutch and English 
paintings and many of Italy’s price- 
less canvases and works in marble 
and bronze by the great artists of 
the Renaissance. Lent to the West- 
ern World’s Fair with the approval 
and cooperation of the various 
European governments, this collec- 
tion constitutes without doubt the 
greatest collection of Old Masters 
ever assembled on the American 
continent. 


The scene here is the impressive 
Court of Pacifica, one wall of which 
is glorified by the Burton sisters’ re- 
lief mural, “The Peacemakers,” with 
various races and eras represented to 
express the unity of East and West. 
The mural is flanked by panels bear- 
ing the names of famed explorers. 
Carl George designed the large dec- 
orative figure shown at the left.

As we look at a work of art we like to 
grasp the mood of the artist and feel the 
emotion he has put into his work. For the 
most part all which is represented here is 


gay, vigorous and adventurous, typifying 


our own challenging spirit. A few pieces 


portray peace and tranquility; they flow 
with grace of motion and rhythmic lines, 
but nowhere does the cruel or tragic inter- 
cede. The stark realism which has so often 
been seen and which generates only horror 
to the spectator is not present to shatter 
illusions and disturb our feeling of security.

Large murals and the smaller works of sculpture which 
invade the grounds of the Fair tell the story of romance, 
glamour and cultural aspects of the Pacific basin. Others 
exemplify the mysticism of the East and the vision and vigor 
of the West. 

The colossal eighty-foot statue of Pacifica standing guard 
at the head of a grand staircase at the end of the Court of 
Pacifica. was executed by Ralph Stackpole and is perhaps 
the most striking of all the sculpture, due to its heroic size. 
Entirely different is Ettore Cadorin’s “Evening Star,” a 
winsome Venus presiding over the Court of the Moon. The 
steps from the main gates rise up to the crowning turrets 
which are in the form of elephant heads and howdahs 
symbols of pageants and pleasures. 

Pacific House has the interesting feature of a horizontal 
relief map of the world made in terra cotta with spouting 
whales feeding water into the miniature oceans. 

The romantic Court of the Seven Seas imparts the story 
of man’s conquest of the oceans with its splendid architec- 
ture, sculpture and painting. The execution of this court,

| huge water-power projects building or com- 





pleted, notably Boulder, Bonneville, Grand 
Coulee and Central Valley. Their floods of 
economical electric energy will have an al- 
most unlimited effect upon agriculture and 
industry, exports and the capacity to absorb 
imports, on the Pacific slope. 

Since electricity is doing the work, and 
distribution is constantly more efficient. 
human leisure is greatly increased, and the 
trend is toward still more leisure. How 
better may this new leisure be employed 
than in giving way to the age-old desire 
to travel-to see strange new sights, enjoy 
unfamiliar sports, relax in an atmosphere 
alien to the cares of the day? So the Golden 
Gate International Exposition assembles the 
vacationland resources of the Pacific Basin 
and displays them as a rich background for 
the industrial progress that makes them 
more easily available. 

Weaving a chromatic pattern of distant 
lands into an international composite, the 
Pageant of the Pacific becomes a Pageant of 
the World. Not only have the countries of 
the Pacific and Latin America responded to 
the invitation to participate in the great 
World’s Fair of the West, but Europe is 
represented in a major way. 

America’s official World’s Fair of the 
West, opened February 18 and will extend 
to December 2, 1939 in a Pageant of the 
Pacific. Twenty-eight foreign nations and 
fifteen states are participating in con- 
trasting the sophistication of the Occident 
with the mysticism of the Orient. Expendi- 
tures have been estimated at $50,000,000, 
including the expenditures of more than 
350 industrial exhibitors. 

Not the least miracle of the Fair is its 
site. From the Bay floor, dredges pumped 
black sand and sluiced it through pipelines 
over Yerba Buena Shoal, building a rec- 
tangle four hundred acres in area from a 
natural depth of two to twenty-six feet below 
water up to thirteen feet above the tides, 
the largest island ever built by man. On 
this Treasure Island the designers have built 
a compact World’s Fair, stressing beauty 
and glamour rather than mere wearisome 
size, and have taken every advantage of the 
island’s unique setting in the center of a 
great harbor.

cisco is an outstanding achievement which 
must have great influence on our work in the 
years to come. Of direct interest to our 
profession, I found particularly impressive 
the exhibition of Decorative Art and Crafts 
organized under the guiding influence of 
Dorothy Liebes. In its consistent approach 
to a conception which makes this exhibition 
essentially inspirational and in its applica- 
tion of new materials to current expressions 
of living and creative design, it is a note- 
worthy contribution. One cannot heip but 
sense that freedom of thought, unhampered 
by the fetters of imbedded traditions, which 
seems to have inspired not only this exhibit, 
but so much of the current work to be seen 
in California. It becomes difficult to trace 
the elements which have led to that fresh 
and stimulating creative quality that is so 
evident in their current architecture and 
interior design. Some are inclined to the 
thought that the West being comparatively 
young in its development feels freer to 
accept new thoughts and inspirations. Some 
claim that the movies in their search for 
varied stimulations have had some share 
in educating the public to acceptance of 
new ideas. Perhaps it finds some inspira- 
tion in the warmth of that glorious sunshine 
and climate, a factor which must lead to 
greater freedom of expression through the 
unhampered use of color, new materials and 
creative design. Whatever the cause, certain 
it is that the West has established itself as 
a force to be recognized in our arts and 
crafts, and that henceforth we shall have 
to look in that direction for much of the 
inspirational and creative leadership to 
truly reflect the current way of living and 
character of the American people. 


PROGRAM OF EVENTS 

Leading interior designers of the nation 
opened a five-day conference at the Fair- 
mont Hotel, San Francisco, commencing 
March 20th. Registration of the American 
Institute of Decorators took place the morn- 
ing of the first day, followed by an open 
forum at which topics of interest to the 
membership were introduced and generally 
discussed. Mr. William A. Kimbel, National 
President, presided.

which is longer than any of the others, was 
completed by J. H. Clark upon the death of 
George W. Kelham, who inspired it. Its 
graceful rhythm is obtained by the equal 
spacing of sixteen large pylons along one 
side, surmounted by galleon prows each 
with a winged figure representing the Spirit 
of Adventure. High on the wall between 
these are sculptural panels showing Explora- 
tion, Trade, and Commerce. Panels and 
pylons were done by P. O. Tognelli. The 
Hall of Science and the Hall of Electricity 
and Communications are also in this court, 
and are graced with several of the finest 
murals of ship scenes; suggested by a ship’s 
log book, they are rendered in broad, reso- 
lute lines by John Stoll. 

Life and the action which is forever in- 
citing it, has served as the basis for this 


magnificent assemblage of artistic creative- 
ness which has been combined with one 
purport. Worthy of the highest praise and 
attention, it may well be termed a triumph 
of the Fine Arts of America.
